On the great trunk lines of the coun- 
try a movement looking to a reduction in 
the actual cost of transportation has been 
going on for some time. This movement 
reduces expenses by making an engine 
haul about twice as many cars as engines 
formerly did, and also in putting into 
each car from 30,000 pounds to 50,000 
pounds, instead of 20,000, which was 
once considered a good load. Better cars, 
better engines and better tracks admit of 
this economy. re 

Tug annual report of General S. V. 
Benet, chief of ordnance, is chiefly devo- 
ted to the militia service. He expresses 
the hope that congress will pass the bill 
now before it, and make liberal appro- 
priations to supply the wants of the ac- 
tive militia. He wants congress to aid 
and encourage the formation of volun- 
teer organizations, remove the disparity 
in their numbers and discipline that ex- 
ists between different states, and pro- 
mote their efficiency to a common stand- 
ard that will qake them available for 
all the purposes for which a militia is re- 
quired; to abolish the present system of 
a permanent appropriation to provide 
arms and equipments for the militia, and 
substitute provisions prescribing with 
what arms and equipments the mi- 
litia shal! be furnished, and on what con- 
: ditions—leaving it in the discretion of 
congress to regulate the annual appro- 
priations for that purpose. 


Soion Rosinson, the veteran jotirnalist, 
who died in Jacksonville last week was 
born at Tolland, Conn., October 21, 1803; 
and was a.lineal descendant of James 
Robinson, a Scotch puritan, whose son 
came to America with the pilgrims. His 
parents were in huwble circumstances, 
and his education was such as he could 
obtain through irr:;:)'ar attendance at a 
country school. Atthe age of fourteen 
he went to learn the carpenter’s trade, 
but was obliged to quit work on account 
of his lack of strength. He tried ped- 
dling next, and then other means of earn- 
ing a livelihood, finally gtracting 
attention to himself asa writer by con- 
tributing some very graphic papersto the 
Albany Cultivator. During several years 
he was associated with the: late Horace 
Greeley and Mr. C. A. Dana on the New 
York Tribune. He has been a large 
contributor to the agricultural press, and 

made quite a reputation as a story writer 
by publishing in 1853 a book entitled 
“Hot Corn, Life Scenes in New York.” 
He was also the author of “How to Live,” 
“Facts for Farmers,” “‘Me-won-i-toc” and 
other works. About a year before he 
died he spent severul weeks in the 
Georgia gold fields, and his observations 
on gold mining in this state were very 
accurate and comprehensive.

Our Next Senator. 
Those who oppose the election of Gov- 
ernor Brown to the senate of the United 
States are better equipped with preju- 
dices than with arguments, and these 
date back to a period which the demo- 
cratic party of the south, through its 
press and its orators, professes to have 
buried. We have yet to hear a reasona- 
ble argument from his opponents why he 
is not, at this particular juncture, more 
than ever, the proper person to represent 
the material and substantial, as well as 
the political interests of Georgia and the 
south in the federal senate. Hiscapacity is 
not questioned, nor has his character been 
successfully attacked. “But,” says one 
of the Superficials, “he was a republican 
“in 1868, and for Grant.” It has only 
recently been settled beyond all question 
that the element of Superficials in Geor- 
gia is a small one, and we need not stop 
to expose the reactionary and proscrip- 
tive suggestions embodied in this objec- 
tion; but we are willing to reason with 
them candidly and calmly. 
We need not hope to penetrate the ob- 
tuseness of the Superficials or to over- 
come their prejudices, but there is not a 
reasonable man in Georgia who does not 
clearly understand the attitude of the 
southern people in 1868. They were not 
striving to gain political power, for 
tney knew that such an attempt would 
prove worse than futile. Many of us, 
misled by the northern democracy, may 
have hoped for the election of a demo- 
cratic president, but, in the very nature 
of things, such an event was impossible, 
and its impossibility was apparent te all 
who gave any thought to the situation. 
The white people of the south present a 
solid front of opposition to the repubhi- 
can party, not in the hope of securing 
power, but for the purpose of preserving 
as nearly intact as possible their social 
organism which was threatened by the 
most aggressive congress that ever assem- 
bled in Washington. That was the sole 
purpose and hope of the southern people. 
They organized tuemselves to defend 
their soviety and their social institutions 
against the attacks of the radicals of that 
day. Politically, they were helpless; the 
states of the south were at the mercy of 
the political element which assumed to 
represent the purposes of the conquering 
armies. This was the inevitable result 
of defeat, that it left the southern states 
in a condition to be demolished and re- 
constructed at the will and pleasure o; 
the republican party. The question was 
not whether the south should regain po- 
litical power, but in what direction 
should the people turn to preserve their 
j social organism in the face of 
the conditions exacted and the 
im positions made by the 
war party. Wecan perceive now that 
the essential element of preservation was 
inherent in our system, but we could not 
perceive it then. 
Under these cireumstances, the prob- 
lem before every southern statesman who 
was cool enough to consider the situa- 
tion, was whether we could defend our 
selves and preserve our interests better 
by defying the inevitable or by forming 
a defensive coalition with such a man as 
General Grant compel a modification of 
the republican programme in the in- 
terest of justice, peace and reunion -This 
was the problem before the people. 
There was a sentiment, but no principle 
involved, Governor Brown, looking at the 
situation from the practical standpoint 
which he has alwaysfoccupied, thought it 
would be safer to capture the confidence 
and sympathy of so powerful a factor as 
General Grant and compel the Jaco- 
bins of that day to suspend their efforts 
to destroy the states and social organism 
of the south. It was too early for the 
mass of the people to take this view, and 
they chose to assume an attitude of de- 
fiance. This policy, with some serious 
modifications which will readily 
be recalled by our _ readers, was 
in some degree successful ; 
that isto say, the south, twelve years 
after the policy of defiance was agreed 
upon, finds itself in the enjoyment of 
its rights and on the eve of a period that 
promises to be unusually prosperous. 
We~ do not propose to criti- 
cize the policy of defiance and op- 
position. THe ConstiTuTION was in full 
sympathy with it, and, under the circum- 
stances, would advocate, it again; but who 
shall say that the policy proposed by 
Governor Brown would not have borne 
earlier and more benificent. fruits? The 
mistake he made was in supposing that 
his attitude and intentions would be ap- 
preciated by those who, ordinarily, had 
the utmost confidence in his judgment;

The Political Fatore. 
The new-party prophets have subsided. 
Their articles on new alignments, and 
perpendicular or longitudinal lines, pub- 
lished between double leads, have either 
been retracted or greatly modified, the 
extravagance in leads prevailing to the 
end. Let us hope that the “double-lead” 
era is now over, and that the false 
prophets, having fully regained their 
senses, feel better. 
Nothing is plainer in the public 
affairs of this country than the fact 
that there will be no new party. 
No overshadowing new issue demands 
one, no danger to great interests exists 
to bring about a new political combina- 
tion large enough to have weight in a 
national contest. The controlling issues 
of 1884 are as plain to-day as a pike-staff. 
On the republican side we see actually in 
nomination General Grant, flanked 
flanked by a packed supreme 
court, rigid election laws, and ballot 
boxes, over every one of which hangs a 
sword. Wealsosee the manufacturers 
and capitalists of the country arrayed 
under the same banner, demanding 
“a strong government” in_ order 
that they may have something 
to stand between them and the people 
whom they expect to continue to rob 
under various acts of legislation confer- 
ring upon them privileges and monopo- 
lies that no other people would submit 
to. Now, what party could be formed 
that would be better equipped than the 
democratic party fo maintain the right- 
ful powers of the federal government, 
and fight the people’s battle? The demo- 
cratic party, whether of lowa or Texas, 
believes that the federal government 
should do just what it was devised to do 
and no more; it believes that the neces- 
sary revenue should be collected with a 
view, not to the quick creation of a 
race of millionaires, but to “the great- 
“est good to the greatest number.” 
It isthe merest rubbish to assert that a 
new party can be formed that can antago- 
nize the republican party on these points 
as effective.y as the democratic party can. 
The democratic party must continue to 
live, simply because it believes in the 
federative principle, and in giving every 
man a fair field and no favor. 

But something more thana negative 
policy is needed. The democratic party 
needs more than all else, a distinct decla- 
ration of principles—a declaration that it 
will stand to, regardless of consequences, 
in one state as much as in another. 
This may be rather difficult to 
secure in a country that spans a conti- 
nent, but it must be had at any event. 
The party must now take a stand on all 
living questions, and once taken it must 
be maintained, whether victory or defeat 
be in store. We must havea plank en 
the relations of the state to the central 
goverment that will be as good in one 
state as another, a plank on the currency 
question that no democrat will dodge 
without going out of the party, and a 
tariff plank that will be maintained alike 
in Pennsylvania and Arkansas. To 
achieve this is very difficult; the 
republicans are not equal to 
the task; but the democrats 
must be if they are to come out of the 
valley of humiliation. Principles, well 
defined and stoutly maintained, must 
take the place of policy, progress the 
place of obstruction, and hope the place 
of doubt. Men who look to thefuture and 
are strangers to the mistakes of the past, 
must be brought to the front. . We need, 
in a word, new men instead of a new 
party, and unity instead of more issues. 
The party that has faith in the people 
and stands for honest rule is not to die, 
for the republic is to endure.

“Gentlemen of the General Assembly:

Now, while I inPorse the high estimate 
placed upon the character and ability of 
*Chatham’s gifted son’’ by the writer, I 
cannot concur on the ‘geographical’ idea 
upon which he bases his communication. 
It is weil understood throughout south 
Georgia and along the coast that Chatham 
regards herself as south Georgia, and that 
for bali a century it has been her policy 
to dwarf all river and harbor enter- 
prices in that section to mere 
stipendiaries, and contributors to her own 
aggrandizement. The mayniticent rts 
and barborsalong the coast south of her 
have suffered by her contrasted and selfish 
policy, and her active antagonism, while 
no “gifted son’ of hers—and she has had 
many in the counsels of the country—has 
ever raised a voice for the opeving aud im 
provement of the lines of inland coast nav- 
igation on the magnificent rivers that are 
go necessary to the prosperity of the pine 
lands 

Elect the ‘‘gifted son’’ of Chatham to the 
sena’e and Savannah's interests will be 
zealously guarded end vigorously promoted, 
for Savannah’s ‘“‘gitted sons.”’ All know 
bow to take care of the main chauce in ber 
behalf, acd they have never been accused of 
statesmanship broad enough to extend to 
the Aliamaha or Oglethorpe bay. If General 
Lawton should be elected it is quite prob- 
able that liberal appropriations would be 
secured for the public buildings, light- 
bouses and theimprovement of the haroor 
at Savannah; but who so weak asto sup- 
pose that the policy that has characterized 
her war upop Brunswick and other impor- 
tant points and enterprises south of 
her, that largely depend upon 
river and deep water navigation 
would be abandoned? No. no! Sv far as 
South Georgia is concerned, we should bave 
a senator trom Chatham, and the same 
system of discrimination and short-sighted 
Opposition that she has always manifested, 
would be continued to the great detriment 
of all the ports down the coast aud ail the 
river interests that sre naturaliy'tribatary to 
those ports.
